IT EXCELS POKER AND IS EQUAL 


TO THE 
FASCINATING FARO. 


A New Short Card Game That Has Taken 


FarU and London by Storm, and Prom- 
ises to Become Popular In America—How 
It !• Played and the Kales for It. 


People of Paris who gamble are de- 


voting all of their spare tune to a new 
game that has supplanted all of the 
other games played for money. 


The new game ia called "hop, and it 


is described as being the most lascmat- 
ing game that has ever been played—not 
even excepting tho alluring game of 


Paris is .so infatuated with "hop" that 


millions of francs are lost and won at it 
every night. 
The game of "hop" has been intro- 


duced into the clubs of London, and it is 
being played there with a zeal worthy of 
a better cause. So far as known the 
came has not as yet been attempted in 
the United States, but it is only a matter 
of tuna when it will become as popular 
there as in Paris and London, for tho 
reason that it is so enticing that it is im- 
possible for card players to withstand 
Us temptations. All that is required to 
render it a go there is to explain the 
rules governing the play. 


"Hop" is an extremely simple game. 


Any person of ordinary mental caliber 
can play it if once told how to proceed. 


Here is a description of the game: 


Four persons are necessary to make 
up a game 
Take four decks of cards, 


from which throw out all of tho cards 
below the sevens. That leaves the aces, 
kings, queens, lacks, tens, nines, eights 
ana sevens to play with. 


FOUR DECKS IN 
ONE. 


All four of the decks are shuffled to- 


gether as though they were one deck. 
This done, and, the cards having been 
cut, one person makes the deal, giving 
one card at a time to the other players 
until ho has dealt them three cards 
apiece, but taking no cards himself. 


After the deal those who havo been 


supplied with cards look at their hands 
and bet or stay out, as their judgment 
dictates. 
. 
The matter of betting having been 


settled, tho dealer turns a card from tho 
top of the deck and proceeds to pay ana 
take, according to the exigencies of the 
game. 
Losers and winners are determined 


thus: If tho dealer turns an aco he 
makes a sweep, or, in other words, wins 
all of the bets that are made, regardless 
of the cards held by the other players. 


If he turns a king, and thero aio any 


kinga in tho hands out, they "stand 
off" 


the dealer. All cards below the king 
lose on that hand or deal. All aces out 


win.It is merely this: Tho pel sons to 
whom the cards are dealt take chances, 
after looking at their cards, and before

If an outsider ha\ e three 
cards that prove to bo higher than the 
one turned by the dealer, the person 
holding the cards in question wins three 
times the amount of the money he bet. 
If he hold three cards that are lower 
than the one turned he loses three times 
his bet.

Those who play cards for money like 


to get quick action, and for that reason 
the gomo of "hop" is bound to become 
popular in the States when once started 
there. The action in "hop" is as rapid 
as in faro. In fact, it is little short of 
bein" furious.—Paris Letter to Cincin- 
nati Inquirer.

The sight was a weird one, viewed fron 


the land, and the Iowa was aroused. 
Floating cotton, charred timber and other 
debris filled the river, and many persons 
were struggling desperately in the watei 
for their lives. Some of them were able 
to swim ashore, but most of them were 
badly burned or so exhausted that the) 
struggled but a moment and sank to ris« 
no more. 


As the burning boat struck the bank of 


the river, the crew and passengers who 
had been able to reach the forward end o! 
the, boat, sprang ashore, some of then 
with scorched faces and bruised limbs, 
and many of them with scarcely anj 
clothing. Among those who managed tc 
get oS were Captain Holmes and Bol 
Smith, the unfortunate pilot of the ill 
fated Lee, vrho was a passenger on hi! 
way down to this city. 
Both men wen 


burned nigh unto death, and the story o: 
the way they perished ia most heartrend 
ing. When the captain jumped ashore, hf 
was horribly burned, and in his frantit 
desire to be relieved of the pain he wai 
suffering he buried his face and hands it 
the soft mud, and begged most pit- 
eously for some one to help him. Smitt 
was just behind, and lay down beside the 
dying captain. Nothing could be done 
for the suffering men, and the two died to- 
gether on the rive r bank. 


Captain Holmes' body was placed 01 


the train when it passed Plaquemine yes- 
tor. 
./ morning and brought to this city. 


Plaquemine was not slumbering when 


the. fire broke out; aud when the discov- 
ery was made that the Hanna was burning 
almost the entire town nocked to the rivet 
bank and watched the vessel burn. Tht 
struggling unfortunates who reached thi 
shore, were taken care of, doctors and 
others going to their relief and doing al! 
in their power to alleviate their sufferings 


The City and Central hotels and private 


houses threw open their doors to the ill- 
fated people, and fed and sheltered them 
until morning. 


The Texas & Pacific train pasted Pla- 


quemine yesterday morning, and most ol 
tbe crew, with the exception of the deck 
hands, boarded her. The.uonductor of the 
train refused to bring any of tbe survivors 
to the city unless full fares were paid, 
and the rousters, having lost all theii 
money and effects, were forced to remain 
in Plaquernine, wuere they will he lookec 
after. 


Mr. Harpin, ot the underwriters, who 


was on board at the time, paid out of his 
own pocket forty dollars in money toi 
passage for those who came down. 


Tha survivor's telegraphed stories of the 


burning are as> follows: No one saw Clerk 
Powell, who displayed much heroism in 
waking up the passengers, after he had 
rapped at the doors, and it is quite posi- 
tive that he was burned to death, and went 
down with the steamer. 


No attempt was made to save any of tha 


books or papers, and 
everything, to- 


gether with the clothes of the crew and 
passengers, was lost. 


The boat burned rapidly after 
she 


reached the bank, and 'iu a very short 
time after the alarm was given, sna 
burned to the water's edge. The hull 
sank aud nothing was left of the'^ Banna 
but floating timbers and burning cotton.

The general impres- 
sion is, how ever, that some careless smok- 
er threw a cigarette lutuug the cotton, and 
thereby caused the di-a-ter. 


The death of J no. Crof ton, the carpen- 


ter, was a sud oue. He was iu the upper 
portion of tho boat, struggling to get near 
tho front end. The names were bursting 
and -weeping all about him, and soon en- 
veloped him. He tried nobly to reach the 
bow, but he dropped and burned to death 
be-fore the eye.- uf the people who were 
unable to render him assistance. 


The body of Sam Powell, the chief clerk 


of the boat, was found near Sunshine 
plantation, seieu or eight miles below 
PUiqucmiuc, floating IP the river. 


The second b:u keeper of the bout said 


Mr. Powell wtt- standing near to him 
when they Imth jumped into the water. 
Powell, who could not swim, got on a 
floating cotton bale, bul two deck-hands 
jumped ou the bale also, and he disap- 
peared. 


The boat was about fifteen yards from 


the shore when a great many people 
plunged into the river, and several who 
reached 
the 
bank in satety, b«came 


bogged in tin- -oft mud, and so intense 
was the heat ot the Barnes, that they were 
roasted to death before they conld climb 
up the steep i . ik to the levee. 


The fire was so rapid that before the 


pilot had finished Bounding the alarm 
whistles, the entire boat, from stem to 
stern, was a roaring moss of flames, and 
the ensuing scenes were terrible in the 
extreme. Men yelled and ran about the 
decks of the burning steamer like ma- 
niacs, and others, screaming at the top of 
their voices, threw themselves into the 
dark waters and were lost to sight. 


The second barkeeper says that several 


persons near him struggled in the watei 
and begged pileously for help, but he 
could not render them any assistance, be- 
cause the water chilled him to the mar- 
row and his clothing clogged his move- 
meats. 


A cabin boy who was on assistant to the 


steward, said the crew, who were in the 
texa-s. were aroused from their sleep by 
the flames, which roared over them, and 
they were compeled to dive headlong from 
the roof of the boat into the rirer, and 
many of them were burned to death while 
in tie waU •. 


On the arrival of the Texas and Pacifio 


train ambulances we re at the depot, anc 
all of the survivors of the disaster were 
at once conveyed to the charity hospital, 
where they were given immediate medi 
cal attendance. 


was awakened by Lew Rawlings. "£ Im- 
mediately jumped on the roof from my 
room, and there found the fire so strong 
it knocked me down. Being unable to 
rise, I rolled over the best way I could 
and fell into the river, and then swam 
two hundred yards. 


Mr. Carroll is badly burned about the 


back, arms, hands and face, and his left 
leg Is also severely sprained. 
He was 


taken to the hospital in a cab. He said 
that the last lady passengers that were on 
the boat on her down trip, luckily got ofl 
at Baton Rogue. The passengers that 
were aboard at the time of the accident 
were: Captain P. C. Montgomery and Mr. 
Harpin, of the Board of Underwriters; a 
drover and his son, who were saved. Mr. 
Carroll also said that Captain Holmes fell 
dead at the end of the boat's stage, as he 
was coming off, and that one of. his meu 
and a bystander picked up the captain's 
body and Brought it ashore. 


Jim Jourdao, second clerk, said: "J 


was asleep at the time, and was awakened 
by the alarm signal. 1 immediately got 
out of my room, ran to the forecastle, and 
there found Sam Powell. 1 jumped into 
the river and swam ashore, but never laid 
eyes on Sam again."

The Steamer Leli Ericsson Burned—Sev- 


eral Lives LoBt. 


SEATTLE, W. T., Dec. 25.—The steamer 


Leif Ericsson was burned to the water's 
edge at five o'clock last evening off Aiki 
Point, five miles west of this city. Five 
lives were lost—perhaps seven. 
The 


Ericsson was a propeler, twenty-four tons 
burden, and plied between Seattle and 
Sydney, Mason County, aud was en route 
to that point when the accident occurred. 
Fire broke out in the pilot-house, aud it iii 
believed to have beeu caused by a lamp 
explosion. Another theoi y is that a dem- 
ijohn in the pilot-house was broken, and 
the whisky ran through to the boiler and 
ignited. 
There were thirty-six peopk 


aboard at the time. 


The fire spread instantly throughout tin 


interior cabin. The boat was about two 
miles from shore, Captain John Niube, 
the owner of the boat, was iu command. 
He left the wheel-house for the purpose 
of launching the life raft, but found the 
passengers trying to put the raft over- 
board. In the struggle to rescue the raft 
from the passengers Captiiu Niubefell 
overboard with the raft. Meantime tha 
passengers, putting ou life preservers 
and seizing firewood or anything elsu 
that would float, jumped overboard. 


Captain Niube saw his niece, Miss Annie 


Tollner, daughter of Mrs. Bertha Tollner, 
of Sydney, struggling in the water about 
one hundred aud fifty feet from.him, and 
he did his utmost to push the raft toward 
her, but she drowned less than oue hun- 
dred feet away from him. He was ham- 
pered with gum-boots aufl almost help- 
less. The steamer Skagit Chief, eu route 
to Taconio, saw the tire aud crowded ou 
steam to give assisU.ice. She rescued 
seven people. The steamer Mountaineer 
saw the burning vessel four miles away, 
and headed straight for her. When with- 
in half a mile of the Ericsson, they foiiud 
people struggling in the water, lowered 
small boats and succeeded in rescuing 
nineteen persons. One man was taken 
from the water and died in a few minutes 
after, name not knowu. He said just be- 
fore he died that his wife was lost from 
the steamer. The list of the lost is as fol- 
lows:

The survivors also report another wo- 


man as lost. The steamer burned to the 
water's edge, and has no doubt sank. 
Neither the Skagit Chief nor the Moun- 
taineer went to the burning steamer, as 
all hands had deserted her and she was 
enveloped in flames. Both devoted every 
effort to saving life from tlie water. Sur- 
vivors speak in great praise of the work 
done by officers, crew and passengers of 
the Skagit Chief and Mountaineer. The 
Ericsson was valued at 44,000, and was 
not insured. She had a light cargo. The 
Mountaineer with the survivors arrived at 
seven o'clock yesterday evening.
